REV. A. M. MCDONALD 
ON CIVIC RELIGION 


A Strong Sermon in First Baptist 
Church—An Appeal for Higher 
Ideals in Civic Government. 


Rev. A. M. McDonald delivered a 
strong sermon in the First Baptist 
Chureh, last night on civie religion 
He took his text from Isiah the first 
chapter and the 12th verse. 

“Dr. Lorimer,” he said, “has re- 
minded us that the world has not yet’ 
seen a city with the splendor of Romie 
endowed with Christianity, Mariy 
communities have the crest, Hut not 
the Christian spirit. Today we se 
the priest with the jeweled finger 
sneering at some «lowly: monk for 
looking at the evil of the country with 
an appealing and painful gaze. Rome 


is still barbarous, but we must not 
claim’ more for London, Paris, New 


York or any of the big cities. We 
admit they have their churches, edu- 
eation and elevation socially, but 
Christ is not with the great masses. 
These facts give rise to a question of 
civie religion. It has been discussed 
widely of late, and who should better 
discuss it than the church? 

“The relation the text has to the 
subject is that it shows the possibility 
of a redeemed city. The “ Holy 


City” was one day a religious and 
holy community, but it went down. 
Undoubtedly some day she will be 
redeemed and restored to her full 


power and glory. In the meantime 
she sleeps, We must not expect the 


redemption through an. act of the 
Omnipotent. Religion must do it 
Here is where religion has an in- 


fluenia over social and civic affairs. 

“You will want to tell me it has no 
right'in the civil world; that it should 
he kébt by itself; that sect would 
rule if it were not so. Tam one who 
does ndét want to see sect control, and 
I do not want to see the city help any 
sect... It would be impossible to help 
all Therefore 
impassibie to help one. But, never- 
theless, why should not religion ‘have 
na share in the municipal polities of 
ovr city. All work is done by high 
ideals, The sculptor, the artist, the 
architect, all had their visions of 
beauty, modelled in air before they 
were a reality. 

“The man who builds a city should 
have more than commercial ability, 
and a city should have more than
